THE DUTY OP THE GOVERNMENT. 

In out retnuiks yesterday on ateam coin, 
municntiorj we oarBorily noticed tho adver- 
tisement of tho Oovomment calling lot 
tenders. Where many thousand dollar* ure 
at stako, as well as tho trading interest of tho 
country, we may, we think, bo excused tor 
reourriug to the subject. In doing so, we 
would again impress upon the attention ol the 
Government the necessity of transmitting 
the notico by telegraph to tho Han Francisco 
papers. If this should not be dono tho pub- 
lio inturojts are bound to suffer. The adver- 
tisement calls for tenders up till the 1 2 L h of 
January, giving but three wooks con- 
sideration for those iuterestod. 'lhe ob- 
ject of the notice is of course to secure the 
best and cheapest communication ; but il llio 
tenderers are fow — if tho area ol cliuioo is 
limitod — tho chances- are that wo shall obtain 
neither u cheap nor a good moans of convey- 
ance. It is just possiblo thoro may be 
companies or persons in Vicloria cupablo uf 
supplying all our wants — capable ul pro- 
viding us with steamers largo enough to 
carry all the passengers wo may expect ; but 
it would be a serious blunder to rely upon 
Victorian offorts. What wc want, as wo 
have said before, is vessels largo onough, and 
running frequent enough to bring what tho 
steamers brought us in 1862. At that tiuio 
we had ns many as oight hundred passengers 
on a single trip. Wo want steamers to be 
able to bring, if ucocsflory, tho same amount 
now. 

1'hero aro othor equally cogent reasons 
why we should place the matter before the 
California companies. It is on California we 
must rely for our mining population, aud il 
may bo found to be all important that tho 
steam companies or a steam company in San 
Francisco should bo interested in our wel- 
fare. We can gain uolhing by overlooking 
them, but there is tho possibility of a bostilu 
feeling rising up against us that would work 
us material injury. Under any and all cir- 
cumstances, it is the duty ol the CJovcmmcut 
to make the best bargain, nud that tboy can 
not do, if they e.xcludo the principal steamer 
port from competing for tho subsidy. Whether 
the amount voted by tho House will he large 
enough remains to bo seen; but wc (hint 
the members were wise yesterday in en- 
dorsing the six months' scheme Had they 
adopted the yearly proposition they would 
undoubtedly have destroyed tho efficiency of 
the Spring communication: for thoy would 
necessarily have increased tlio rales ol pas- 
sage, which, it is all important, should ho 
kept low. If we have got a certain amount 
of money to invoat, it is a great deal bettor 
it should bo spent on twelve steamers that 
would come in six months than twelve steam- 
era that would be spread over the year- Tho 
argument that has been broachod by somo 
that if we did not have a yearly subsidy we 
should loso the return travel has no weight 
Tho miners who will travel the Fraser route 
will scarcely bo foolish onough to take tho 
more circuitous and more inconvenient one 
by Colvillo. The Oregon peoplo moy deal 
in amusing pnflory of thoir facilities, hul 
they cannot shorten a mile by culling it t 
furlong. From tho droad.ed bar at the rnoull 
of the Columbia Kiver to Walla Walla i; 
journey enough, by the British Columbia rout- 
to take miners almost to tho Big Bend 
When, however, no add to this the fact that 
tho steamer " '19," which the Urccjoman has 
just assured us, with a little national iixag- 
geration, is ploughing tho walora of the Co 
lumbia, cpunot navigato the river until the 
lattor ond of May on account ol ice, u< 
think we havo sufficient advantages over our 
Portland competitors to loavo them hope- 
lessly behind in tho race. Those advantages 
must not, however, as we havo shown be- 
fore, lio dormant. Wo must make the besi 
of our position, and leave no atono unturned 
to inform iho miners and peoplo generally ol 
California, through reliable sources, ol tbo 
mineral riches of tho Upper Columbia, and 
the unequalled facilities of the Fraser Kirct 
route.

METHODIST TEA MEETING. 

Tho annual tea meeting in connection with 
tho Wesleyan Cnurch in this city took pluee 
last evening and was highly successful. 

Tea and refreshments wure served up ut 
hulf-past six p.m. in the basemout of the 
church on Pandora street, and the quantity 
and quality ol the numerous little delicacies 
plueed upon the tables aud dispensed by fair 
hands, showed with what untiring zeal and 
energy tiiu ladies of the congregation hail 
worked in behalf of tho cause. 

Alter tea was over. Ihe ussemhlago n ero 
invited up stairs and took their Beats in the 
church which they soon filled to excess. 

Tho Choir occupied u platform in ono 
corner of the building, and during tho even- 
ing sung the following sacred music with 
great effect: " Tho Soul will Comfort Zion," 
" Great Jehovah," With full voiced choir 
resounding," " Wherewithal shall a young 
man cleanse his way," " Lilt up your beads 
Eternal Gates." 

The chair was occupied by the Rev. Dr. 
Evans, and within the railing sat His 
Worship Ihe Mayor, the Ilov. T. Somcrville, 
and tha Rev. Mr. Browning. 

The Chairman, in his opening remarks, 
made especial allusion to the building of the 
Church and its financial condition, concluding 
with some practical observations aud moral 
lessons. 

The liev. Mr. Somcrville next addressed 
ihe audience, and with his usual tact com- 
menced by relating a humorous anecdote 
about waking up the wrong man. The 
wrong man was of course himself, and he 
thought it would be advisable when inviting 
clergymen and others in future to these 
gatherings to fix upon somo subject for them 
to talk about, for ho had been two days re- 
volving in his mind whut be should say to 
them, but could not hit upon a lit subject. 
He believed his intellect had been af- 
fected by the frost. Somo argued that the 
mind was only mailer, the oHspring of the 
senses, and if it were matter, why could 
it not be as visibly allected by frost 
as the water in our bedrooms (laughter). 
Un his way hither, however, he was happy 
to say that it had thawed (laughter). Ofi 
arriving at the Church door his foot slipped 
and he fell. Hero was a subject ut once — 
Sweep your own door ! Every man should 
sweep his own door, not excepting those who 
conducled this Church. There was truth in- 
volved in 'these words. The Rev. gentleman 
then proceeded to enlarge upon this text in 
eloquent language, showing the necessity ol 
every man pulling forth his best efforts and 
energies in lha accomplishment of nil that 
was desirable and good, the perfection of tho 
whole depending on the perfection ' of the 
units. It was too prevalent a custom among 
men to cast good things upon Associations. 
We should learn not to pass over our poor, 
or to hand over our Government to others. 
Tho position of the Church depended upon 
the individual energy and character of each 
member of it. This tea meeting was in- 
debted lor its success lo individual euergy. 
Tho Church was built by it- Through it 
Columbus diseoverod America. Through it 
John Wesley extended his Churoh through- 
out the lengih and breadth of the land- The 
speaker concluded with some excellent moral 
hints and practical illustrations, enjoining 
upon his hearers prayer and practice, the 
only two oars which rowed us to Heaven ; 
energy and singleness of purpose lusfde and 
outside of the Church ; and the attainment of 
perfection by allowing the hand to work in 
harmony with the intellect and tho heait. 

The Rev. gentleman's remarks met with 
applause. 

Mayor Frunklin next said a few words, re» 
calling tho lime when it was difficult from 
the mud and other obstructions to reach this 
church, the construction of which, in what 
was then looked upon as the country, was 
considered a wilu boaeme. Ii was not only 
gratifying to see every pew in thai church 
now occupied, hul that tho good example set 
had been followed by other congregations, 
and no less than lour churches of different 
denominations now stood upon Pandora 
street. Though creeds differed widely, there 
was one upon which all joined hands, nnd 
that was, " Peace on earth and good will to- 
ward man" (applause). He was pleased 10 be 
present out ol respect to their honored pastor, 
whose cool judgment and assiduity were 
always cheerlully extended to the public 
good, und ho hoped he might long bo spared 

lo his highly respectable ooogregatbn, — 
His Worship ended by expressing good 
wishes towards tho Methodist Church on t.iis 
Island. 

Dr. Evans said there were two reasons why 
His Worship sympathised with them. The 
lirat was his natural goodness of heart, iho 
second because ho owned a brick or two in 
Ihe building, having subscribed liberally 
when funds were much needed. He hoped 
His Worship's term of office might witness 
not only the material but moral und spiritual 
progress of the community. 

Tho Rev. Mr. Browning next addressed 
lha meeting with his characteristic flow of 
language, in the oourso ol his remarks incul- 
cating tho great principles of the Catholicity 
of Christianity and of the mind. Ho had 
been told when ho was coming out hero 
that the moment ho landed on this Iiland 
ho would sot foot on Missionary soil where 
sectional dilleronces wero unknown, and all 
labored for Iho common good. Ho had boW« 
over, been enlightened. When tho laity o! 
every Church congregated on cueh occasions 
on terms nf brotherhood ho would wish to 
see ministers ol every denomination there lo 
talk to them. He would desire lo see sooial 
barriers broken down, and all meeting on 
terms of social equality, After adverting 
to the disadvantages under which ' many 
young men labored in this colony from tho 
want ol friendly hands to lead them into res- 
poctablo social enjoyments, tho Rov. gentle- 
man concluded by moving u vote of thanks 
to tho Indies who had worked so energetically 
in aid of the cause, which was received with 
loud applause. 

Mayor Franklin then moved a voto of 
lhanks to the choir for thoir valuablo and 
pleasing services, which was also heartily 
received- 

The chairman expressed a hope that before 
B.nQtb.61 anniversary rolled round an addition 
ol HO loot or more would bo made to the 
south end of the church. The building had

LEGAL TREASURY NOTES. 

Upon Ihe reporter's re-admission Ihe Housb 
had resolved itself into Committee of the 
Whole lo consider tho motion ol .Mr. De 
Cosmos with reference to the expediency of 
issuing Legal Tender Treasury Notes. Dr. 
Trimble occupied the chair. 

Mr. DoCosmos, in introducing tho propo- 
sal, was actuated chieily in thi3 instance by 
B desire lo elicit iho opinion of hon. members 
as regards the advisability of adopting such 
a mode of raising a revenue. Ho thought 
there would scarcely be any opposition in ac- 
ceding to the withes of the community in the 
reduction of taxation. Ho fully endorsed the 
general feeling in favor of retrenchment, and 
whilst he deoined it indispensable lhat the 
expenditure of the country should hi? re- 
stricted to S .1)0,000, it was a matter ol re- 
gret that thera was no margin for public im- 
provements in the shape of the construction 
of roads to d staut settlements. We were all 
aware that g eat advantages would be reaped 
from any po.icy calculated to develop our 
resources, and he was not disposed to advo- 
cate a system ol retr.e.iohment which would 
retard such a resuu. Ho was under Iho im- 
pression that adequate funds could be realised 
for these purposes by admitting the principle 
of issuing legalised treasury notes lo the spes 
cified amount of 3100,000. As long as ho 
could rememoer, some fuch method of raising 
a revenue had prevailed in other countries 
and with success. The roason why tho paper 
eurroncy of tho United Slates had declined 
in value di ring the lust war arose from the 
circumstance that the Executive had launched 
them into the market too heavily 
and too frequently for the commerce ol the 
country to absorb. The issue should never 
bo allowed to exceed such limits. As adapted 
lo the peculiarities of this colony, be would 
propose tli n t tho Government should be ro- 
stricled from putting in circulation more than 
from 825,000 to $50,000 at a time. If a cer- 
tain proportiou of these notes were devoted 
to a road to Nanaimo, and the remainder ap- 
propriated to steam communication, the bur- 
den now fulling upon taxpayers would be 
diminished to that extent. Ho d id not think, 
as elsewhere, it would he necussary to fund 
these notos under existing circumstances. 
Tho piincipal features in tho bill he would 
submit should bo to authorise the issue of 
Treasury notes to an amount not exceeding 
8100,000, lo ho constituted legal tender. No 
nolo to be struck ofi for a greater or less sum 
thau five dollars. That the treasurer shall 
pay all warrants in gold or silver if in the 
Treasury, or in Treasury notes, in accord- 
ance with Ihe provisions of the Act, and suoh 
notes shall bo again received at tho Trea- 
sury, or any other department of ihs Govern- 
ment in payment for taxes, fees, or dues at 
their specified value. That three commis- 
sioners be appointed by tho Governor to 
regulate the details ; aud that a full and 
correct statement of all mailers pertaining 
thereto should bo transmitted to the Legisla- 
ture within a reusouablc time altar the open- 
ing of each session. Tho whole ol the 
scheme was simple, and would have the 
elfect of showing tue public confidence in ths 
stability of the financial management of the 
country. There was nothing now in tho 
idea. Treasury notes as adapted to such 
exigencies hud been tested by others, and had 
been found to answer very well, and he be- 
lieved there was no reason why they should 
not work well in Vancouver Island. (Hear, 
bear.) 

.Mr. Duncan congratulated iho senior mem- 
ber for the cily upon the sentiments that he 
had expressed respecting the reduction of 
taxation, hut he was not altogether prepared 
io agrco with him in his monetary theory in 
this mat toi. However it was an important 
question and he was not in a position then to 
consider tho proposition at any length, It 
had better bo postponed to afford an opportu- 
nity lor hon. members to weigh the details ol 
it. lie was under the impression that they 
would not be accepted in this country unless 
thoy wore made payable on demand in cur- 
rent coin (f the realm. In comparison with 
English Exchequer Bills, it must bo remem° 
beied that their value depended upon the 
bajd cash paid lor the document ut the Bank 
of England. Tho matte* ought to bo de- 
ferred in o.der to enable them to go into the 
figures. There was no proper security offered. 
Suppose there was a rush on tho treasury 
people would want thoir money. In tho 
event they carried interest, what ralo would 
be fixed ; wo can obtain capital cheaper in 
ESoglaod.Kxobequer Hills uro invariably prefer 
red as security, became the money was forth- 
coming upon presenlation. The idea would bo 
very feasible if the bunks were eompolled to 
take them as a sort of guarantee against their 
notos in circulation, Experience hud told 
US that a pnper currency must ho made pay- 
able on demand and wo must guard against 
nn excess i f paper currency na ruinous in its 
ultimate or nsuquences. Now, ns to tho ob- 
ject, ho dilfered entirely from his hon. friend 
as lo the propriety of expending 320,000 on a 
road to Nanaimo with our limited means ; 
l.e (Mi. Duncan) could not imagine how 
such a road could bo made remunerative. 
A railway might become a paying institution, 
but to luviBh auoh a Bum on a barren road nt 
tho present moment sooniod to him nn act of 
absurdity. Ilu could Bonrooly ueo the bard 
cash in towu. Ia tho United Slates legal 
tender notes wero a mistako, the prloo ol 
gold being so variable that they could DDI bear
